SAVING MISS LIBERTY'S FACE 


Government [May Find Itself Forced to 
Sell Silver Currency in the 
World’s Market. 


The silver dollar has become pre= 
lous again. As recently as 1915, 
the real value, expressed in the mar« 
ket price of, the silver it contains, 
was 40 cents. Recently, it has coma 
pretty| close to the dollar mark, 
When silver sells at $1.2929, the 
dollar’ is really at par with the mar- 
ket. .-Our dimes, quarters and half 
dollars contain still less silver pro- 
portibnately to face value. “Silver 
will have to go to $1.3823 an ounce, 
before their’ contents are worth on 
the market as much as their face. 

If the price of silver rises beyond 
the face value of coins, the coins are 
melted and the populace has to re- 
sort to postage stamps or other 
makeshifts. England has found the 
market price of silver getting so | 
near the point where it will be prof- 
itable for people to melt down its 
coins that .it hag placed an embargo 
upon exports of silver. If the treas- 
ury sees danger that. our dimes and 
quarters will digappear over night, 
using the law under which it melted 
down some millions of silver dollars 
and shipped the bullion to India 
during the war, it may sell silver in 
the market to keep the price’ down.

Elks Forbidden to Show Picture 
on Sunday 


Knoxville, Tenn.—Because the min- 
isters of this city view it as a “pro- 
posed violation of God's holy day,” 
the Knoxville Elks’ lodge were for- 
bidden to show a moving picture here 
on Sunday for the benetit of disabled 
soldiers. 

“Convinced that every Cent taken at 
‘the exihibition would go to the relief 
of soldiers torn by war, the Knoxville 
Ministers’ Association nevertheless 
protested to the city commissioners. 

The commissioners instructed the 
chief of police to arrest the Elks’ com- 
mittee if the picture was shown in 
violation of the “blue law” of 1803 
that forbids “any kind of show, feat, 
circus or theatrical performance or 
play of any kind in public places for 
amusement, gain or profit,” on Sun- 
day. | 

“The law is the law and right is 
right,” said the clergymen. The pic- 
ture was available only on Sunday.

ATTENTION TO DISK HARROW 


implement Should Be Gone Over Care- 
fully During Winter Months and 
Put in Order. 


(By L, B. BASSETT, University Farm 
St. Paul, Minn.) 


The disk harrow is a tillage tool 
found on nearly every farm. Its useful 
life is about 20 years, as shown by 
carefully compiled statistics. Thus it 
is a long-lived tool. There is very lit- 
tle about a disk to wear out. It has 
few moving parts and, if given good 
care, should cause little bother. 

Disks ghould be gone over carefally 
every season. During the winter 
Months the boxes should be taken 
apart, carefully cleaned and, if badly 
worn, replaced. See to it that the oil- 
ing system works and that the bear. 
Ings are getting oil. Keep the arbor 
bolt tight. This holds the disk firmly 
in place. 

If the disk is used much it should 
be sharpened at least once each sea- 
son. This greatly increases the pene 
tration and decreases the draft, as it 
will do more work with less set. It 
will also do better work; and because |

FEEDING SKIM MILK:TO PIGS 


Resume of Many Tests Made for Pur. 
pose of, Ascertaining Most Eco- 
nomical Method. 

“A good many tests have been made 
‘for the purpose of ascertaining the 
most economical way of feeding skim 
milk to hogs. A resume of the work 
done along this line at the Indiana, 
New York, Iowa, Wisconsin and On- 
tario experiment stations shows that 
young pigs, that is, pigs weighing less 
than 100 pounds, may be fed as much 
as three pounds of skim milk per 
pound of grain, and by grain we mean 
any one of the cereals fed singly, or 
&@ number of them togéther. As pigs 
gtow older the amount of skim milk 
should be reduced to about two pounds 
Per pound of grain. ‘The reason. for 
this is that less protein is required as 
the pigs grow older and still leas is re- 

auired during the fattening period.

ARMORED SUIT IS DESGRIBED 


Inventor Explains Device Which En- 
ables Him to Work Freely Under 
7,000-Pound Pressure — Two 
Claim Deep-Sea Record. 

New York.—Before the Germans 
sank a single vessel in the late war, 
it was estimated that there were 
Strewn upon the floors of the Seven 


Seas, $7,000,000,000 worth of ships and | 


cargoes, and records indicated that a 
large part of these wére recoverable. 
Since the war the sum of the ocean’s 
buried treasure 
culable. 

Naturally nations now vie with one 
another for the recovery of choice 
morsels of this treasure trove, and 
Individual inventors are devoting ge- 
nius and energy to the evolution of 
salving devicés ranging in size from 
the one-man diving suit to complicat- 
ed mechanisms so large that they 
dwarf the seagoing vessels of which 
they are integral parts. 

Benjamin Franklin’ Leavitt of 
Brooklyn, inventor of a diving sult, 
who claims the deep-sea record, talk- 
ed enthusiastically yesterday about 
what can be accomplished in recov- 
.ering the shimmering treasures of 
gold and-_siiver and precious stones 
with which old ocean’s floor {is car- 
peted. a : 

Incidentally, Mr. Leavitt protests 
most emphatically against the assump- 
tion of world-record honors for any 
other diving armor than his own. He 
backs his protest in these statements: 

“I rot only hold the record for deep- 
sea diving, but for deep-sea salvage. 
I went down 361 feet in Grand Tra- 
verse Bay, Michigan, and remained 
down for. 45 minutes the first time, 
and at another time nearly two hours. 
This is the world’s record descent. 
Capt. John Morgan of the Morgan 
Transportation company, a cousin of 
thé Inte J. P. Morgan, did the sound- 
ing. He took three soundings, using 
a wire sounder, and there is no posst- 
bility of error. Twenty-six persons 
witnessed the descent. This. was. in 
1916. 

Two Claim Deep-Sea Record. 

“I see by some of. the newspapers 
that a Mr. Turner clatms the world 
record. The statement 1s made that 
Mr. Turner went down 3860 feet 15 
miles off Graves Light, Massachusetts. 
Look at/ this chart. Conceding that 
Turner went down and did everything 
he sald he did, if you can find a 360- 
foot depth anywhere 15 miles off 
Graves Light I'll eat the map. Here’s 
49 fathoms—294 feet—the deepest wa- 
ter 15 miles off the light.” 

Coming now to the question of his 
diving sult, Mr. Leavitt said that its 
principal point of advantage !s in the 
air-supply arrangement. 

“My suit,” said he, “is self-contain- 
ed, carrying enough afr for a four- 
hour submergence. The oxygen tank 
ts cohnected with a reducing valve 
which reduces the pressure from 1,800 
pounds to 2 pounds to. the square 
inch, and, spraying through a nozzle, 
sucks nitrogen through a ¢atstic soda 
cartridge. It mixes with the nitrogen 
and is discharged over the shoulder 
of the diver from a tube. The caustic 
soda absorbs the poisonous carbon 


dioxide and moisture. To protect the: 


man from the caustic soda, 1 use an 
automatic valve that closes in three 
seconds after the water reaches It. 

“The suit itself weighs 350: pounds 
and with me in it welghed just 500 
pounds.

Mr. Leavitt regretted that he could 
not show the armor just as it was 
when he went down in Grand Tra- 
verse Bay, but he expiainéd, he had 
made several important impreveinents 
aince that descent.

“These hinged strut rods down both 
sides of the arm,” said Mr. Leavitt, 
“take the pressure from the wrist to 
the shoulder. 
, casting of manganese bronze and has 
a ball-bearing which allows the man 
within to move his arms, which would 
not be possible without ball or roller 
bearings.” Here Mr. Leavitt whirled 
the arm around freely to illustrate his 
point.

Salving a Copper Cargo. — 

He wears a strange old ring fished 
up during his salvaging operations.

The copper was salvaged 
from a depth of 180 feet. Mr. Leavitt 
Says other salvagers had tried to get 
it and:failed, and no less than seven

“It is not possible to do salvaging 
work in winter, except in southern 
waters. Winter ts the off season.” 
said Mr, Leavitt. “But next summer, 
along about June, we propose to go 
after the Merida, which went ,.down 
52 miles off Cape Charles. She was 
carrying $1,800,000 in silver bars 
alone.

Impression She Was Enriched 
by It Dispelled by 
Figures.

New York.—Impressions that Hol- 
land’ became enriched by the war are 
combaied in a pamphlet issued by D.

| territory in the hands of one of the 
belligerents, while the North sea, more 
than any other waterway, was part of 
the war zone. As the prosperity of 
| Holland depends upon international 
intercourse, industries were choked, 
large outlays were imposed in the 
; Maintenance of a defensive army, 
| there was growing unemployment and 
| the people generally suffered. 

- Shipping Shrinks. 

-- In 1918 shipping in the ports of Hol- 
land amounted to 36,229,000 net tons. 
; That volume shrank to 8,863,000 tons 
in 1918. Traffic in Amsterdam de- 
creased from 2,597 ships in 1918, to 378 
in 1918, and in Rotterdam from 11,285 
to 1,181 ships. Rhine tonnage dropped

The Favorite Shell Fish. 

The edible crustacea, as shrimp er 
prawns, crawfish, lobster and crabs, 
inussels, are classed under the head 
ing of shell fish. Oysters, because of 
thelr flavor, are ranked as favorite 
food, but as for nourishment, they are 
not valued. At the price they have 
been this season in most markets, 
they are an expensive luxury, only to 
be used in case of illness or con- 
valeacence. 

Oyster Cooktall. 

Cut a grape fruit into halves, re- 
move the fiber, leaving the sections 
unbroken as possible. Add six small 
oysters seasoned with salt and tabas

Oyster Boullion. 

Wash and chop fifty good-sized 
oysters. Put them in a double boil- 
er, cover and cook slowly for one 
hour. Add a pint of water, a table 
spoonful of celery seed, strain, reheat. 
Add a tabiespoonfu) of butter, salt to 
taste and serve in hot cups, 


Oyetere a ia Martin. 

Toast a round piece of bread and 
set on ap earthen dish fitted with a 
glass bell. Spread the bread with 
anchovy paste. Above the paste set 
six or eight oysters, enough to cover 
the toast. Over the oysters dispose 
two tablespoonfuls of curry sauce; set 
the bell in place and turn-a little cur 
ry sauce around the bell where it 
joins the dish. Let cook in the oven 
until the edges of the oysters curt. 


r CO sauce, 


Curry Sauce for Oyeters. Martin. 

Cook half a chopped onion in three 
tablespoonfuis of fat until softened 
and yellow. Add two tablespoonfulsa 
of flour, one teaspoonful of curry 
powder, or more if liked, one-fourth 
teaspoonful each of salt and paprika, 
and stir until blended. Add a half 
cupful or more of oyster broth and 
enough rich milk to fill the cup, and 
stir until Bolling. Add a teaspédnful 
of lemon. juice, strain and it is ready 
to serve. 


Escalloped Oysters. 

‘Put a layer of oysters in the bot- 
tom of the baking dish, cover with 
buttered crumbs, season with salt 
and pepper and dot with butter. Add 
another layer of oysters and season- 
ings, then. the crumbs. Pour over milk 
and bake twenty minutes, A cupful 
each of milk and crumbs is a good 
proportion. Never. make three layers 
of oysters as the fnoner one will not 
be cooked or the outer layers over 
done. .
